*'WE ARE NOW fishing 
with a 7 fm. otter trawl, 
but without adequate in- 
formation on the best 
grounds, our groundrope 
or boards often get fast. 

“We have an Admiralty 
chart which shows some 
wrecks and the nature of the 
bottom in some places, yet it 
gives no indication as to 
which is good, clear trawling 
ground. 

“Are there more helpful 
charts available?" 

■ Fishing charts are useful: 
Kingfisher, Blue Back, and 
other fisheries charts covering 
the North Sea and adjacent 
waters produced by the Ad- 
mi ra 1 ty Hydrographic 
Department together with its 
European opposite numbers. 

If you want to fiBh an area 
covered by a Kingfisher 'S' or 
‘T series chart, one of these 
would help. 

Although the 'S’ series 
chartB were initially produced 
for seiners working well 
offshore in the North Sea, 
many of them now cover 
coastal areas. 

With a scale of ap- 
proximately 1:43,000 (L£ in. 
to one mile) and a size of 40 
in. by 20 in., they cover 
an area of 10 x 20 miles, divid- 
ed down the centre, to make a 
working area of 10 x 10 miles. 

T' series charts are 
produced on an even larger 
Beale — 1:24,000. 

Blue Back charts have a 
much smaller scale but still 
show trawlable grounds in 


great detail. They cover prac- 
tically all EEC waters. 

One produced to a scale of 
0 .L 2 inches to a mile covering 
coastal waters between the 
Humber and Orkney might 
help you. 

Eventually the chart which 
will be of moBt help to you of 
all will be one which you have 
inscribed to a considerable 
extent yourselves. If a 
Kingfisher ‘S' or ‘T’ series 
chart does not cover your 
area, Buch a chart can be 
made as follows:

Jigging for

"IS IT TRUE that herr- 
ing are caught In substan- 
tial quantities on bare 
hooks off Antrim in 
Northern Ireland during 
the summer. 

"If so, please tell me the 
sort of herring being caught 
and how they are hooked. 

■ For over 100 years there 
has been a substantial bare 
hook jig fishery off the An- 
trim coast from early May to 
the end of June. Some 400 
jiggers take part to provide 
their families with fresh, 
slated, smoked and frozen 
herring. 

The herring enter the 
North Channel around 
March, some having been 
caught in Rathlin Sound and 
off Fair Head earlier in the 
year. 

Reaching Hunter Rock and 
The Maidens between early 
April and the middle of May, 
tho herring on arrival off 
Aslandmagee are in poor con- 
dition ana entirely devoid of 
fat. By the midale of June 
they are in prime condition. 

One source says the herring 
will take bare hooks when 
feeding on fry. They can only

were fished on both occasions. 

Torry concluded that chill- 
ing plants together with 
deckhand insulation can im- 
prove fish quality on vessels 
which employ the traditional 
boxing techniques and can 
only carry a limited amount 
of ice. 

They point out that the 
object of the plant is not to 
prevent the ica from melting 
as this would partially freeze 
the catch, but to slow the 
melting rate down so that the 
limited amount of ice which 
these vessels can carry does 
not run away before the end 
of a fishing trip. 

Scientists recommended a 
number of modifications to 
the plant and fishroom in- 
cluding the use of water cool- 
ed condensors and a greater

Owing to the experience of 
boatbuilderB in installing the 
equipment, the units nave 
now taken on a much more 
sophisticated appearance. 
Today the standard equip- 
ment comprises a three Hp 
water-cooled Frigidaire plant 
with four steel tube 
evaporators, and for the 
bigger boats a five hp plant 
feeding six evaporators. 

The equipment can be ful- 
ly automated and iB normally 
worked off the boat’s 110V 
d.c. electric supply and incor- 
porating safety controls with 
a suitable control/alarm 
system in the wheelhouse. 

Currie and Thomson feel 
that the most recent installa- 
tion aboard Rhodella could 
well be an important step 
towards the ultimate in chill- 
ing procedures. 


All the machinery parts in- 
cluding the electrical installa- 
tion are fitted in the fo’c’sle 
well clear of the engine room. 
It is a three hp unit feeding 
four tube evaporators which 
are designed to chill the after 
half of the fishioom. . 

A similar installation has 
been ordered for a vessel now 
under construction at the 
Buckie yard of George Thom- 
son and* Son, for Skipper Den- 
nis Reid of the Buckie seiner 
Conquest. 

The object of these chilling 
plants, says Currie and Thom- 
son, is to enable the vessel to 
land a top quality product, 
thereby bringing better finan- 
cial rewards for the 
fishermen. 

Although the fish to ice 
ratio aboard A vail is 6:1 this 
is well above the icing prac- 
tice recommended. 

Following a number of sur- 
veys carried out bv Torry 
Research Station, a fish to ice 
ratio of 3:1 is advised for 
bringing about a significant 
improvement in fish quality. 
However, the traditional box- 
ing methods employed bv 
Scottish seines, make it dif- 
ficult for them to adhere to 
this ratio. 

The boxes do not have suf- 
ficient room for more than 10 
kg of ice with the required 50 
kg of fish. In addition the 
seiners are restricted in the 
number of boxes and amount 
of ice they can carry. 


Fish caught in ihe Irish Sen 
and off Western Scotland now 
contain sufficient caesium to 
cause significant genetic 
damage to the general pop- 
ulation, warned Professor 
William T. Windle Potts, 
professor »f biological 
sciences at the University of 
Lancaster. 

Fishermen who fish off the 
coast in the neighbourhood of 
Windscale and who are heavy 
fish eaters already have at 
least one third of the max- 
imum allowable dose in their 
diet alone, say the Ministry of 
Agriculture. " 

As well as the genetic 
dangers there is the possibili- 
ty of fishermen losing their 
jobs ns contaminated areas 
are usually closed down 
rather than cleared of the 
pollution. When this happens 
the fishermen receive no com- 
pensation. 

Even if a small sea area 
were to be dosed it could 
damage the whole fishing in- 
dustry because of the public 
reaction to reports of con- 
t a m i na t ed fo nd, said 
Professor Potts. 

More strictly defined limits 
on the quality of the effluent 
from Windscale would help 
more effective actinn to be 
taken in any further case of 
the output of isotope star Led 
to rise dramatically, he add- 
ed. 

If limits set by an indepen- 
dent body were likely to be 
exceeded' at anytime then 
British Nuclear 'Fuels Ltd., 
should have its operations 
temporarily stopped to 
restrict the output of radioac- 
tive waste, said Professor 
Pulls.
